Memoirs of the Kine of Paussia. 

The fullowing Anecvores of the King of Pruflia 
are related by Voltaire; a writer who for feveral 
years was honoured with the intimacy of Frede- 
rick the Great; but who, from aa idle quarrel 
with his Royal friend, defcribes his ations, and 
the motives of them, with a {pirit peculiarly ma- 
lignant. Princes fhould not quarrel for flight 
caufes with poets, who have been. long known to 
be an irritable race. ‘The idea of polthumous 
fame delights the minds of the bet and greateft 
characters ; and who is fo capable of conferring 
it as the genuine Poet ? The authenticity of Vol- 
taire’s Memoirs is unqueftionable ; and fo great- 
ly was Frederick affected by them, that he was 
feduloufly employed a fort time before his death 
in preparing an anfwer ;, but had he lived to finith 
it, it would probably have been te/um imbelle ; 


Psiam-oppofed to-Pyrthusea,.—--- : 

‘HE King of Prufha having matured his cou 
‘| rage, and gained feveral victories, conclud- 
ed peace with the Auftrians. Maria, to her infi- 
nite regret, gave him up the county of Glatz with 
Silefia. Having without ceremony broke off his 
alliance with France on thefe conditions, in the 
month of June 1742, he wrote me word, fays 
Votraire, that he had put himfelf under a proper 
regimen, and fhould advife other invalids to do the 
like. 

This Prince was then at the height of his power, 
having one hundred and thirty thoufand men under 
his command, ufed to viétory, and the cavalry of 
which he himfelf had formed. He drew twice as 
much from Silefia as it produced to the Houfe of 
Auttria, faw himfelf firmly feated in his new con- 
queft, and was happy, while the other contending 
powers were fuffering the miferies of depredation. 
Princes in thefe times ruin themfelves by war—he 
enriched himfelf. 

He now turned his attention to the embellifhment 
of the city of Berlin, where he built one of the 
fine(t opera-houfes, in Europe,. whither he invited 
artifts of all denominations. He withed to acquire 
glory of every kind, and acquire it in the cheapeft 
manner poflible. 

His father had refided at Potzdam, in a vile old 

houfe ; he turned it into a palace. Potzdam became 
a pleafant town ; Berlin grew daily more extenfive ; 
and the Pruflians began to tafte the comforts of life, 
which the King had entirely negle@ted. Several 
people had furniture in their houfes, and fome even 
wore fhirts, for in the former reigns fach things 
were little known ; they wore fleeves and fore-bo- 
dies only, tied on with pack-thread, and the reign- 
ing Monareh had been fo educated. 
The fcene changed as it were by magie’y"“Lace- 
demon became Athens ; deferts were peopled ; and 
one hundred and three villages were formed from 
marthes cleared and drained. Nor did he negle& to 
make verfes and write mufic: I therefore was not 
fo fo wrong in calling him, The Solomon of the 
North. I gave him this nick name in my letters, 
and he continued long to bear it. 

Public affairs went on no bette- in France fince 
the death of Cardinal Fleury, which happened the 
29th of February 1743, than they had done during 
the two laft years of his life. The Houfe of Au- 
{tria rofe from its afhes into new life; France was 
preffed hard by England ; and we had no _refource 
left but in the King of Pruffia, who had led us into 
this war, and who abandoned us in our neceflity.— 
They conceived the defigd of fending Gurls to 
found the intentions of this Monarch, and try if he 
was not in a humour to prevent the ftorm, which, 
foon or late, mult gather at Vienna, to fall upon 
him, after having vilited us ; to fee therefore if he 
would not lend us a hundred thoufand men on this 
occafion, and thus fixed himfelf more firmly in the 
Silefian conquetft. 

The Duke de Richlieu, and the Dachefs de 
Chateauroux firft conceived this fcheme, the King 
adopted it, and Mr Amelot, Minifter for foreign at- 
fairs, but in a very fubaltern firuation, was iingly 
charged to haften my departure. 

A pretext was wanted, and I feized that of my 
difpute with the old Bifhop of Mirepoix, which met 
with his Majeity’s approbation. I wrote to the 
King of Pruilia, that I could no longer endure the 
perfecuttons of this Theatine Monk; and that I 
mu(t.take refuge with a King, who was a_philofo- 
pher, to efcape the fnare of a Bifhop, who was a 
bigot. ‘I'his prelate always figned himfelf /’aac. 
inftead of Pancien. (the ancient) Bifhop of Mire- 
poix ; and his writing being very bad, we ufed con- 
tinually to read and call him the afs of Mirepoix. 
It was a fv je& of pleafantry, and never was nego- 
ciation more gay. 

‘The King of Pruffia, who ftrack not with a-pal- 
fied hand, when the blow was intended for the 
cheek of a Monk, or a prelate become courtier, re- 
plied with a deluge of farcafms upon the afs of Mi- 
repoix, and preffed me to come. 

1 took great care, that both my letters and thefe 
anfwers fhould be read. It foon came to the Bi- 
fhop’s ears, and he went to complain to his Majefty, 
that he was laughed at for a fool in a foreign court. 

The King’s anfwer was, it was a matter agreed 
‘on, and he muft let it pafs without’ notice. 

This anfwer has very little of the character of 
Louis XV. in it ; and, as coming from him, always 
appeared to me extraordinary. Thus I had at once 
the pleafure of revenging myfelf upon a Bithop, who 
had excluded me from the academy, of taking a 





very agreeable journey, and of having an opportuni- 


' po exert myfelf in the fervice of the King and fate. 





with regard to literary merit, it would have been 
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Even the Count de’ Maurepas entered into this pro- 
jeét with warmth, becaufe at that time he governed 
M. Amelot, and confidered himfelf in faét as the 
Minifter for foreign affairs. 

The moft fingular part of this bufinefs was, that 
we. wege obliged to lee Madame du Chatelet into 
the fecret. ‘There was not in her opinion any thing 
in the world fo unmanly, fo abominable, as for a 
man to leave a woman to go and live with a 
King ; and fhe woald have made a moft dreadful 
tumult, had they net agreed, that, to appeafe her, 
fhe fhould be informed of the reafon, and that the 
letters fhould all pafs through her hands. + 

Whatever mosey [ wanred for my journey, was 
given upon my mere receipt by M. de Marmontel, 
which power I took care not to abufe. I ftayed 
fome time it Holland, while the King of Pruffia 
was gallopisg from one end of his territories to the 
other, to beprefent at reviews ; and my ftay at the 
FLIgue wis nor ufelefs..-I had apartmeng tH Te 
palace OU Weil Conk, which belonged ‘at that 
time to the King of Pruffia, in participation with 
the Houfe of Orange. His Envoy, the young 
Count de Padvitz, loved and was beloved by the la- 
dy of one of the principal perfons among their High 
Mightineffes ; and. he obtained from her copies of 
all their feeret refolations, which at that time were 
very prejudicial to the intereft of France. Thefe 
copies I fent to our court, and my fervice was found 
very acceptable. s 

When I came to Berlin, his Majefty would lodge 
me in the palace, as he had done on my former vi- 
fits. He led at Potzdam the life he had always led 
fince his advancement to the throne: the manner of 
it deferves'a defcription. 

He rofe at five in fummer, and fix in winter. If 


. you wifh to know the Royal ceremonies, what they 


were of great, and what on common occafions, the 
functions of his high almoner, his great chamber- 
Juin, the firft gentleman of his bed-chamber, and his 
gentleman ufhers, I anfwer, a fingle lacquey came 
to {light his fire, drefs, and fhave him, though he 
partly drefled himfelf alone. His chamber was ra- 
ther beautiful ; a rich balultrade of filver, ornament- 
ed with little loves, of exceeding good feulpture, 
feemed to form the alcove of the ftate-bed, the cur- 
tains of which were feen ; but behind thefe curtains, 
inftead of .a bed there was a library ; and as to the 
real bed, it was a kind of folding couch of ftraw, 
with a flight mattrefs, and hidden from the view. 
Marcus Aurelius and Julian, the two greateft men 
among the Romans, and apoftles of the Stoics, lay 
not on a harder bed. 

After he had drank coffee, his minifter came with 
a large bundle of papers under his arm. This firlt 
minifteravas a clerk, who lodged up two-pair-of- 


Gaixs..da the houfe of Pudefdoff, and was the fol- 


~dier, now valet de chambre and favourire,; who» had 


formerly ferved the King at Cultrin. . The Secreta- 
ries of State fent all the difpatches to the King’s 
clerks ; they made extra€ts, which were brought to 
his Majefty by this perfon, and the King wrote. his 
anfwer in the margin in two words. ‘The whole af- 
fairs of the kingdom were thus expedited in an 
hour, and feldom did the Secretaries of State, or 
the minifters in office, come into hig prefence ; nay, 
there were fome to whom he never had. fpoken. 
The King, his. father, had put the finances under 
fuch exact regulations, all was executed in fach mi- 
litary mianner, and obedience was fo biind, that four 
hundred leagues were governed with as much eafe as 
a manor. 

About eleven o’clock, the King, booted, review- 
ed in his garden his regiment of guards; and at the 
fame hour all the Colonels did the like throughout 
the provinces, in the interval of parade and dinner- 
time. The Princes his brothers, the General Of- 
ficers, and one or two of his Chamberlains, ate at 
his table, which was as well furnithed as could be 
expected in a country where they had azither game, 
tolerable butcher’s meat, nor poultry, and where 
they got all their wheat from Magdebourg. 

When dinner was over, he retired’to his cabinet, 
and wrote verfes till five or fix o’clock, when a young 
man of the name of Darget, formerly Secretary to 
M. de Valory, the French Envoy, came aod read 
tohim, At fevea, he had a little concert, at which 


he played the flute, and as well as the ,bett per- , 


formers. His.own compofitiens wer: often among 
the pieces played ; for there was no.art he did ‘nar 
cultivate. And, had he lived among the Greeks, 
he would not, like Epaminondas, have hid the 
mortification to confefs he did not uderitand niufic. 

They fupped in a little hall, ‘the moft fingular 
ornament of which was a picture, the defign of 
which he himfelf gave to Pene, his. pa'nzer, and 
one of our beft colourifts. The fubje& was totally 
Priapian. Turtles billing, yowag mea in the em- 
braces of young women, nymphs beneath fatyrs, 
Cupids at laftivious fports, people fainting with 
defire at beholding them, and rams and goats at 
fimilar paftimes. ‘The fupper was frequently fea- 
foned with the fame kind of phYofophy. . And, 
any perfon. who had heard the difcourfe, and looked 
at this picture, would have fuppofed they had caught 
the {even Sages of Greece in a brothel. 

Never was there a place in the world where liber- 
ty of fpeech was fo fully indulged, or where the 
various fiperftitions of men were tfeated with fo 
great a degree of pleafantry and contempt. God 
was refpected ; but thofe-who in his name had im- 
pofed upon, ¢redulity were not fpared,, .Neither wo- 
men nor priefts ever entered the palace. And, ina 
word, Frederick lived without Religion, without a 
‘Cozncil, and withont a Court. 
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Some of the provincial Judges were about to beta 
a poor devil of a peafant, accafed of an intrigue of 
a thocking nature. No perfon, however, is execu- 
ted in the Pruflian dominions, till Frederick has 
confirmed the fentence ; a moft humane law pratti+ 
fed likewife in England, and other countries. ‘The 
King wrote at the bottom of the fentence, that free 
liberty of opinion and of ******* was allowed 
throughout his territories. 

A minifter near Stettin, thought this indulgence 
exceedingly fcandalous, and let fall fome expreffions 
in a fermon upon Herod, which glanced at the 
King. He was thetefore fummoned to appear be+ 
fore the Confiftory at Potzdam ; though, in fact, 
there was no more a Confiftory at Court than there’ 
was a mafs, 

The poor man came. The King put on a band 
and farplice. M_ d’Argens, author of the Jewith 


Letters, and one Baron de Polnitz, who had cha 
BED thie ealigi —- 


felves up in the manner.

way of Bible; and the culprit was introduced by 
two grenadiers, and fet before thefe three minifters 
of the gofpel. 

My brother, faid the King, I demand, inthe name 
of the Moft High God, who the Herod was con- 
cerning whom you preached! He who flew the 
children, replied the fimple prieft. But was this 
Herod the Firft, faid the King, for you ought to 
know there have been feveral Herods? The prieft 
was filent; he could not anfwer this queftion. 
How! continued the King, have you dared to 
preach about Herod, amd are ignorant both of him 
and his family? You are unworthy of the holy mi- 
niftry. We fhall pardon you for this time; but 
know we {hall excommunicate you if ever you daré 
hereafter to preach againft any one whom you do 
not know. 

They then delivered his fentence and pardon to 
him, figned by three ridiculoas names invented on™ 
purpofe. We thall go to-morrow to Berlin, added 


| the King, and we will demand forgivenefs for 


of our brotherhood. Do not fail to come and 
us out. Accordingly the prieft went, and enqui- 
red for thefe three labourers in the gofpel vineyatd 
all over Berlin, where he was laughed at 5 bat the 
King, who had more humour than liberality, for- 
got to reimburfe him the expences of his journey.’ 
Frederick governed the church with as much de- 

{potifin as the ftate. He pronounced the divorces 
himfelf, when hufband and wife wanted to. pai 
themfelves differcntly. A minilter one day cited 
the Old Teftament on'the fubje& of divorces, and 
the King told him Mofes managed the Jews jult as 
he pleafed ; as for me, I muft govern my Pruflians 
to the belt of my abilities. 

. Whether.it was from policy or ceconomy, I know 
not; buat bé never grat i 


of his former favourites, efpecially to thofe whe [™ os 


rifked their lives for him, when he was Prince 
Royal. He did not even pay- the money he bor- 
rowed at that time. As Louis XIL, would not 
revenge the affronts of the Duke d’Orleans, neither 
would the King of Pruflia remember the debts of 
the Prince Royal. 

His poor miftrefs, who had fuffered whipping 
for his fake, by the hands of the common hangman, 
was marricd at Berlin to the clerk of the hackney- 
coxch office, for they had eighteen hackney coaches 
at Berlin; and her royal lover allowed her a pen- 
fion of feventy crowns (cight poands fifteen fhillings } 
a year. She called herfelf Mademoifelle Saumers, 
and was a tall meagre figure, very like one of the 
Sybils, without the leaft appearance of meriting to 
be publicly whipped for a Hines 

When, however, he was at Berlin, he made a 
great. difplay of magnificence on public days. It 
was a fuperb fpe€acle for the vain, that is to fay, 
for almoft all mankind, to fee him at table, fur- 
rounded with twenty princes of the empire, ferved 
in veflels of gold, the riche{t in Europe, by two and 


thirty pages, aad as many’ young Heiduques, all, 


fplendidly cloathed, and bearing dithes of maiffy gold. 
The ftare- officers were alfo employed on thefe occa- 
fions, though unknown at any other time. 

After dinner, they went to the Operwat the large 
theatre, three« hundred feet long, which had been 
built without ao archite& by one of his chamberlains, 
whofe name ‘was Knoberftoff. ‘The fineft voices and 
belt dancers were engaged in his fervice. Barberi- 
ni at that‘time danced ‘at his theatre; the fame who 
has fince been married to the fon of his’ chancellor. 
The King had her carried off by his foldiers from 
Venice, and brought even through Vienna as far as 

crlin. He was a little in love with her, becaufe 
fhe had legs like a man ; but the thing moft of all 


incomprehenfible, was, that he gave her a felary of 


thirty-two thoufand livres. (above thirteen haadred 
pounds.) His Italian poet, who was obliged to 
put the operas into verfe, of which the King nim- 
felf gave the plan, had little more than a thirtieth 
part of this fanvs bur it ought to be remembered, 
he was very ugly, and could not dance. In a word, 
Barberini touched for her /hare-more than any three 
of -his miniilers of itate together. 

As for the Italian poet, he one day took care to 
pay himfelf with his-own hands, for he {tripped of 


the gold from the ornaments in ah old chapel of yy 


firft King of Pruffia’s ; on which oceafion Frederigh 
remarked, that as he nevér went to the chapel, Be 
had loft nothing. “Befidés; he had lately writtersg 
differtation in favour of thievés, which is prinred f 
the collection of his acadeniys and he did nor thiga 
proper at this time to contradict his writings by 
actions.
